WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP).— 
An agreement reached between 
the Government and the United 
Mine Workers of America for in- 
creased pay for more work in the 
coal mines—designed to end an al- 
most total work stoppage — will 


necesSarily mean an increased con- 
sumer price for coal, Secreiary of 
the Interior Ickes said today. 

Ickes, again the United States 
Mine Administrator under Gov- 
ernment seizure of the pits, told 
his press conference that he would 
very likely ask the Office of Price 
Administration to increase prices 
to meet the increases granted the 
workers last night, subject to War 
Labor Board approval. 

He did not say how much the 
increases should be, but estimates 
by other sources have ranged from 
25 to 45 cents a ton. 

Back to Work Move. 

Only a few miners went back to 
work today in response to the 
tentative agreement, and John L. 
Lewis’ call for a return to work, 
but most workings expected to get 
back on regular schedule by Mon- 
day. 

Ickes commented: “I think the 
clouds have lifted and we'll go 
ahead without any more coal dis- 
turbance.” 

Ickes also threw out a hint that 
the Government might keep pos- 
session of the mines, seized for a 
second time last Monday, until the

signed a contract. The agreement 
reached last night between Ickes 
and UMW President Lewis applies 
only to the period of Government 
operation. 

Ickes presumed the operators 
and Lewis now will continue to ne- 
gotiate for a contract. He refused 
to say whether the Government 
would be willing to restore the 
mines before such an agreement is 
reached, but then pointed out that 
the Connally-Smith Labor Disputes 
Act says seized properties must go 
back to their owners within 60 
days after “productive efficiency 
is attained. 

He noted some people would 
think productive efficiency would 
have to be prefaced by peace in 
the mines, and observed the coun- 
try is about 40 million tons behind 
in coal stockpiles. Before full 
production is resumed this may go 
above 45 million tons, he said. 

Ickes Speaks at Union Meeting. 

Ickes addressed the policy com- 
mittee of the UMW for 10 min- 
utes this morning and told them it 
is “up to us now to get more and 
more coal out.” 

Released from the grip of a 
paralyzing three-day strike by the 
Government agreement to increase 
bituminous miners’ earnings at 
least $1.50 a day or about $11.50 for 
a six-day week, the mines ap- 
peared headed back toward regular 
production.

The skeleton-like remnants of a 
$1,196,428,749 catch-all appropria- 
tions bill emerged from the House 


Appropriations Committee today 
slashed by 82 per cent in a Con- 
gressional economy drive—to a 
total of $215,368,444. 

Aftermath of six weeks of day- 
and-night scrutiny into the _ re- 
quests of almost two-score Gov- 
ernment agencies for extra funds, 
the measure went to the House floor 
with several proposed allocations 
reduced drastically, others elimi- 
nated entirely. 

Escaping the “bone removing 
operation”’—a description which 
came from Chairman Cannon 
(Dem.), Missouri — the oft-em- 
battled Office of War Informa- 
tion was granted its request for 
an additional $5,000,000 after top- 
ranking military chiefs highly 
praised its war work. 

The biggest single cut was in 
refusing the Navy’s request for an

Instead, the com- 
mittee suggested transfer to the 
fund of that amount from previ- 
ous appropriations for Navy ord- 
nance.

Three Other Companies, 
7 Individuals Accused 
of Trying to Monopo- 
lize Chemical Making. 


‘The Mallinckrodt Chemical 
Works of St. Louis and Arnold 
D. Alt, chief of the company’s 
laboratory chemicals division, were) 
indicted by a Federal grand jury 
at Trenton, N. J., today, with three 
other chemical companies and six 
other individuals, on charges ‘of 
violating the Sherman .Antitrust 
Act, 


It was alleged that they con- 
spired to monopolize the manufac- 
ture and sale of laboratory chem- 
icals in the United States and to 
eliminate competition. 


The indictment charged the de- 
fendants. issued identical terms 
and conditions of sale, which were 
discussed at meetings and in tele- 
phone conversations since 1937. It 
asserted that customers were 
charged “high and unreasonable 
prices.” Samuel Flatow, special 
assistant -to Attorney General 
Biddle, said the defendant con- 
concerns manufacture 90 per cent 
of the laboratory chemicals used 
in this country. Principal users 
are colleges, Federal, state, and 


municipal bodies and commercial 
and industrial laboratories. 

Alt referred questions to the 
Mallinckrodt company’s counsel, 
John H. Holliday, who denied the 
charges. Holliday told a _  Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he believed 
the indictment probably concerned 
the company’s dealings in chemi- 
cal reagents, which, he added, con- 
stitute only a small part of its to- 
tal business. 

In a statement issued by Holli- 
day, the company, whose plant is 
at 3600 North Second street, said it 
began the manufacture of chemical 
reagents shortly after the end of 
the World war. Prior to that time, 
it said, reagents were largely im- 
ported, principally from Germany. 
The Mallinckrodt company entered 
the field to relieve a _ shortage. 
Profits from the reagents are 
nominal, the company asserted.

~TIME OF MURDER 


Testifies He Was Five 
Miles From Westbourne 
When Oakes Was Being 


Beaten. 


DIDN’T TALK TO HIM 
AFTER MARCH 30 


Killing Was in July— 
Tells How Wife’s Fa- 
ther Came to Home in 
Night to Get Son.

NASSAU, Bahamas, Nov. 4 (AP). 


—Fighting for his life in a deadly- 
earnest witness stand appearance, 
Alfred de Marigny swore today 
that he was at home about the 
time his father-in-law, Sir Harry 
Oakes, was being bludgeoned and 
burned at his estate five miles 
away the night of July 7-8. 

On the sixteenth day of_his trial 
for murder in the Bahamas Su- 
preme Court, he made hig big bid 
to escape the gallows. 

In a firm, at times fervent voice, 
he told for the first time publicly 
his story of his movements on the 
night of the killing. 

Spectators leaned forward 80 as 
not to miss a single syllable. 

Skillfully, his attorney led de 
Marigny through his account of 
his marriage and of his subsequent 
troubles with Oakes. 

Tells of Night of Murder, 

Then de Marignay was asked to 
tell about his activities on the 
night the millionaire gold miner 
was killed. 

‘His hands clasped prayer-like 
before him, de Marigny told in an 
earnest voice which begged for be- 
lief that he drove two women din- 
ner guests to their homes near the 
Oakes estate, Westbourne, re- 
turned directly to his own house 
about 1:30 a. m. and went to bed, 
After he wndressed for. bed, he 
said, a cat and dog at his home 
had a fight, and the cat entered 
his room and awakened him. He 
said he went back to sleep and 
stayed home until he awakened 
after daylight. 

Previous witnesses have placed 
the time of the killing at between 
1:30 and 3:30 a, m, 

De Marigny said he spoke to his 
father-in-law for the last time 
March 30. 

Everybody in the courtroom sat 
tense and silent while de Marigny, 
making his first defense against 
the charge, told of threats and 
counterthreats which marked his 
relations with @akes after he mar- 
ried the eldest Oakes daughter, 
Nancy, then 18 years old. 

Threatened to Batter Door. 

The final break came, he said in 
a voice with a marked French 
accent, when Oakes came to his 
home at 4 a, m. March 30, threat- 
ened to kick in the door, and 
pulled his young son, now Sir 
Sidney, out of a bed and made him 
leave. 

“Put your clothes on and get the 
hell out of this house,” de Marigny 
quoted Oakes as telling his son, 
who now is 16 years old. 

“T never spoke to Sir Harry

testified. 
Highlight of Trial. 


The courtroom was so silent that 
de Marigny’s words echoed loud 
and clear throughout the chamber. 
It was the highlight of the trial, 
so far as excited listeners were

Swaying slightly as he stood in 
the witness stand, after leaving the 
barred prisoner's cage for the first 
time, de Marigny looked Godfrey 
Higgs, chief defense counsel, 
straight in the eyes and replied 
firmly to the questions which 
prompted his long story.

This Brings Total Hit or Destroyed 
to 487; Plane Sends Enemy 
Freighter to Bottom. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP).— 
Sinking of 10 Japanese merchant- 
men and damaging of three others 
by American submarines was re- 
ported by the Navy today, bringing 
to 487 the number of Japanese 
ships sunk or damaged by under- 
sea craft. — 

The Navy’s communique also re- 
ported the sinking of a 1000-ton 
freighter by a Navy reconnaissance

SOUTH PACIFIC ALLIED 
HEADQUARTERS, Nov. 4 (AP). 
—In a blinding flash of star 
shells and parachute flares, Amer- 
ican cruisers and destroyers drove 
off a Japanese force of at least 
12 warships at the entrance to 
Empress Augusta Bay on Bou- 
gainville Island early Tuesday 
morning and, by the admission of 
Radio Tokyo, sank at least one 


cruiser and two destroyers. 

A few hours after the naval en- 
gagement, Allied planes of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s command 
swept over the harbor of Rabaul 
New Britain, and dealt a crushing 
blow to the enemy fleet massed 
there for counter-invasgion of Bou- 
gainville, The bombers sank three 
warships and 12 merchantmen and 
damaged two cruisers and nine 
other vessels. The Allied airmen 
also shot down 67 Japanese planes 
and destroyed 18 on the ground 
while losing 19 aircraft, 

The Japanese admission of 
losses in the sea fight was cer- 
tainly conservative in the estima- 
tion of American Navy men who 
participated in the battle.

HELD IN KILLING OF RELATIVE 
WHO CAUGHT HIM TAKING CASH 


Boy, 15, Arrested in Pennsylvania 
After Step-Grandmother’s Body 
Is Found in’ Bronx, 


WAYNE, Pa., Nov. 4 (AP).—Fif- 
teen-year-old Leonard Marcus of 
the Bronx was arrested here today 
on a technical charge of homicide 
in the strangulation killing of his 
75-year-old step-grandmother, Mrs. 
Jennie Flicker, whose body was 
found in a closet in her Bronx 
home yesterday, a pillow case 
knotted around her neck. 

Capt. Wilmer Clemence of the 
Radnor Township police said Mar- 
cus, a high school boy hunted in 
eight states since the killing, signed 
a statement saying Mrs. Flicker 
surprised him while he was taking 
money from a bedroom drawer and 
that: “I got so mad that I grabbed 
her by the neck and started to 
choke her. Then’ afterwards she 
didn’t move and I put her in the 
closet.” 

A policeman detained Marcus as 
suspicious as he stood near a down- 
town mail box at 7:45 a. m. today, 
Clemence said. Taken to police 
headquarters, he was recognized by 
other policemen who had seen his 
picture accompanying newspaper 
stories of the killing. Police said 
Marcus “talked in full” after the 


recognition.

TWO ALLIED BOM 
RAIDS LOOSE 3500 
TONS: ON REL 


Big Planes Out Again 
After British Blow at 
Duesseldorf, U. S. At- 
tack on Wilhelmshaven. 


LONDON, Nov. 4 (AP). — Fol- 
lowing up two smashing raids on 
Germany last night and yester- 
day, in which perhaps 3500 tons of 
explosives were dropped, waves of 
Allied planes roared out over the 
Channel at dusk tonight to con- 
tinue the destruction. 


A great fleet of Royal Air 
Force heavy bombers hammered 
the German industrial cities of 
Duesseldorf and Cologne last night 
in swift sequel to a smashing day- 
light attack on Wilhelmshaven by 
the largest force of American air- 
craft ever thrown against the 
Reich. 

The main blow was concentrated 
on Duesseldorf, making that big 
Ruhr armament center probably 
the world’s most heavily bombed 
city next to Hamburg. A diver- 
sionary assault by a smaller force 
was made on Cologne on the Rhine 
while Mosquitos bombed objectives 
in the Ruhr and Rhineland. The 
attack on Cologne was the 123rd 
of the war. 

Nineteen aircraft were lost in 
last night’s operations, which in- 
cluded minelaying in German wa- 
ters and intruder patrols over tar- 
gets in France and the Low Coun- 
tries, Four enemy aircraft were 
destroyed by the bombers, 

The size of previous attacks on 
Duesseldorf, yesterday's record 
American strike at Wilhelmshaven 
and the fact that the R. A, F. has 
had two weeks of bad weather in 
which to prepare last night’s of- 
fensive hinted that it may have 
been the greatest effort yet. 

The steel manufacturing center 
of 500,000 was hit by 2240 tons of 
explosives in the raid on May 23 
and on June 11 was hit by the R. 
A, F.’s biggest heavy bomber force 
up to that time. 

The Air Ministry described the 
new attack as concentrated and 
effective, and a greatly weakened

ENEMY DEFENSES 


British and Canadians 
Fight Way Into Town 
at 3 A. M.—Fifth Army 
Clears Germans From 
Mountains.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 4 (AP).—Allied head- 
quarters announced tonight the 
capture of Isernia, mountain road 
junction in the center of the Ger- 
mans’ present defense line. 

The fall of the vital inland cen- 
ter on the road from Foggia to 
Rome brought Gen. Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery's Eighth Army to 
within 90 miles of the Italian capi- 


tal after a swift seven-mile ad- 
vance and a bold night attgck. 

Marshal Erwin Rommel’s moun- 
tain line was falling to pieces fast 
under the combined blows of the 
Allied Fifth and Eighth Armies. 

Montgomery’s British and Cana- 
dians fought their way into the 
town, driving the Germans before 
them, at 3 a, m, today. 


Fifth Army Advance. 


On the Allied left, Lt. Gen. Mark 
W. Clark's Americans and British 
swept the Germans off their last 
strongholds on Mount Massico and 
San Croce mountain in gains of 
five to eight miles on a 40-mile 
front, advancing to within’ &3 
miles of Rome and throwing the 
enemy back in a steady retreat 
across the broad Garigliano valley, 

The wedge thrown into Isernia 
threatened the whole German de- 
fense system in the center, and cut 
the lateral communications of the 
Rommel forces which have been 
fighting along the Trigno on the 
Adriatic side of the Italian penin- 
sula. 

Isernia is the center of the only 
good lateral road connecting the 
two wings of the German front, 
and the Germans apparently will 
have to fall back 60 miles to find 
another good road system to sup- 
port their front. 

Earlier, headquarters had an- 
nounced that Montgomery’s troops 
were forging ahead in nearly all 
sectors and had captured Castel- 
petroso, less than seven miles 
southeast of Isernia.

LONDON, Nov. 4 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill disclosed today 
that British liaison officers are 
now with forces of Alabanian guer- 
rillas, who he said were fighting 
by the thousands in the mountains 
and were being counted on for a 
part “in the future military devel- 
opments in the Mediterranean 
area.” 

In confirming that Allied offi- 
cers have been sent into Albania 
as well as Greece and Yugoslavia, 
Churchill told Commons that the 
British officers had paid high trib- 
ute to the fighting qualities of the 
guerrillas. 

Churchill’s comment was made 
in reply to a question about the 
Government’s policy toward the 
Albanian guerrillas. He asserted 
the policy was to “see Albania 
freed from the Axis yoke and re- 
stored to her independence,” add- 
ing, “her frontiers, of course, will 
be consideref @t the peace settle- 
ment.” 

Broz Forces Take Priboj. 

In Yugoslavia the Partisans of 
Gen, Josip (Tito) Broz announced 
capture of Priboj, a railroad town 
on the Sarajevo-Nis line in south 
central Yugoslavia, after inflicting 
heavy losses on the Germans and 
Mihailovic forces. Gen. Draja Mi- 
hailovic is leader of the Chetniks, 
a rival Yugoslav resistance group. 
The Partisan communique, broad- 
cast by the Free Yugoslav radio, 
asserted that Mihailovic’s troops 
were co-operating with the Nazis 
in Dalmatia as well as in Monte- 
negro. 

Priboj, on the Lim River near the 
Montenegrin-Serbian border, was 
occupied by units of the Fifth and 
Second Partisan Divisions, it was 
announced, 

Seizure of Priboj, 60 miles south- 
east of Sarajevo, severed the rail- 
road which winds through the 
heart of Yugoslavia from the Du- 
brovnik area on the Adriatic Sea 
and connects with other railway 
lines running south to the Aegean 
Sea and Bulgaria. 

Zagreb Railway Cut. 

Farther north, other Partisan 
columns severed the rail line be- 
tween Zagreb and Varazdinske To- 
plice at several points, and have 
driven off German attempts to re- 
capture strong points, the com- 
munique said. 

Heavy fighting was reported in 
Montenegro, with units of the Sec- 
ond Partisan Division defeating a 
strong Nazi force near the town of 
Berani and destroying the railway 
station at Rudenka. 

Croat Partisan units were report- 
ed operating successfully on the 
Hungarian frontier between the 
Drave River and the town of 
Mura in northeastern Croatia. In 
the northwestern Croatian province 
of Gorski Kotar, the communique 
said, Partisans ambushed and de- 
stroyed a German column.

7 NAZIS GANG UP ON U. S. ACE 
IN R. A. F. BUT HE ESCAPES 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 4 (AP). — The crack 
American fighter pilot of the Royal 
Air Force—Squadron Leader Lance 
Wade of Tucson, Ariz., credited 
with shooting down 25 enemy 
planes, had close calls yesterday, 
but came back safe. 

Wade and a fellow Spitfire pilot 
fought 20 Focke-Wulf 190s and 
Messerschmitt 109s. Wade dam- 
aged three enemy planes and his 
companion, Basil Thornton of Lon- 
don, destroyed one. 

The two, patrolling forward posi- 
tions for the Eighth Army, sighted 
an enemy formation two miles 
away.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP).— 
The Senate rejected today an 
amendment by Senator Danaher

26 JAP SHIPS HIT 
IN RABAUL HARBOR 


SOUTHWEST PACIFIC ALLIED 
HEADQUARTERS, Nov, 4 (AP).— 
Allied air might has blasted war- 
ships and transports Japan massed 
at Rabaul to counterattack the 
Northern Solomons invasion by 
American forces, 

In a display of power, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s bomber force 
sank three destroyers and eight 
large merchantmen,. or transports 
at Rabaul Tuesday and ripped 
open the hull of a heavy cruiger 
while planes of Adm. William F. 
Halsey ranged the length of em- 
battled Bougainville, blowing new 
holes in unusable airfields. 

Halsey’s units also kept Japa- 
nese planes away from the Ameri- 
can Marines driving enemy sol- 
diers back into the jungles on Bou- 
gainville’s west coast. 

In all these operations, nearly 
100,000 tons of Japanese shipping 
were sunk or damaged, 129 enemy 
planes were destroyed or crippled 
and more than 200 tons of explo- 
sives were dropped, 

Marines Gain Ground. 

Under such formidable air cover, 
the drive to oust the Japanese 
from the rest of the Solomons and 
lunge at Rabaul gained ground. 
The Marines, kiJling more than 135 
Japanese at a cost of about 50 of 
their own men, expanded the 
Leachhead won Monday at Em- 
press Augusta Bay on Bougain- 
ville, 

In co-ordinated invasion opera- 
tions to the south, American and 
New Zealand troops on Treasury 
Island scattered its 200 enemy de- 
fenders in the jungles and hunted 
them down. On Choiseul, Ameri- 
can paratroop Marines captured 
the barge depot of Sangigai and 
chased fleeing Japanese toward 
the southeastern end of the island. 

Capture of the barge depot at 
Sangigai was preceded by aerial 
bombardment, which smashed its 
remaining barges. The occupying 
force of Marines seized consider- 
able quantities of supplies and 
equipment, 

Choiseul, southeast of the bigger 
Allied operation on Bougainville, 
was invaded last Thursday at the 
village of Voza on the southwest 
coast, splitting the Japanese into 
north and south groups. Sangigai 
ig six miles southeast of Voza. 

A spokesman said last reports 
were that a force of more than 
100 Japanese, some of them ma- 


irines, was retreating toward the 


southeast end of Choiseul. 

Tuesday’s Rabaul smash was 
devastating. More than _ 150 
Mitchells and Lightnings swept 
in, shortly after noon, the bomb- 
ers as low as the tops of ships’ 
masts, to strike for 45 minutes at 
vessels the Japanese had rushed 
down from Truk for counter-in- 
vasion action. 

Twenty-six ships, 
one in Rabaul’s huge harbor, 
either were sunk or damaged. 
Fifty thousand tons were repre- 
sented in the three _ destroyers, 
eight large merchant ships and 
four small coastal vessels sunk. 
One heavy cruiser was left listing 
with a large hole in the hull. A 
second took a direct hit. Seven 
large merchant vessels, aggregat- 
ing 30,000 tons, an 8000-ton tanker 
and another of 6000 tons were 
knocked out of action. 

Japanese resistance was fierce, 
both by 150 fighters and by, 
antiaircraft batteries, Despite 
that, the score was at least 85 
to 19 in favor of the Allies. Light- 
nings shot down at least 41 of the 
interceptors and probably got 10 
more. The Mitchells bagged at 
least 26 and possibly 39 in the 
air in addition to destroying 18 
parked planes. 

This increased the total bag of 
Japanese planes destroyed or 
rendered unfit for flying since 
Oct. 12 to approximately 600 at 
Rabaul alone. 

Nine Mitchells and 10 Light- 
nings were lost but three bomber 
crews and two fighter pilots were 
saved. 

“The entire shipping area was a 
scene of utter wreckage and de- 
struction,” Gen. MacArthur’s 
headquarters reported. 

In other actions by planes of 
Gen, MacArthur’s command, a 
Japanese cruiser was attacked off 
Timor and another cruiser bombed 
off New Ireland by night patrol 
bombers. In both cases results 
were unobserved.

KING SEEKS WAY 
T0 SAVE THRONE. 
MEETS BADOGLIO 


Emanuele Calls In Pre- 
mier, Other Advisers— 
Allied Military Mission 
Kept Informed.

SOMEWHERE IN SOUTHERN 
ITALY, Nov. 4 (AP).—King Vit- 
torio Emanuele III is seeking some 
means of saving his throne in the 
face of demands by parties of the 
united anti-Fascist front that he 
abdicate before they join the Gov- 
ernment of Premier Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio. 

For the first time in many days 
the Italian monarch did not drive 
into the country to visit villagers 
or inspect soldiers yesterday. He 
called his advisers into a confer- 
ence in the small villa where he 
lives with a fragment of his once 
numerous entourage. Badoglio met 
with the King and kept the Allied 
military mission informed. ' 

A definite decision or move by 
the King is not expected for sev- 
eral days until all phases of the 
situation have been exhausted. 
Even in the event of the mon- 
arch’s abdication there is little 
chance that the King and Queen 
actually will go into exile or leave 
the country. They are expected to 
stay in one of the numerous castles 
in Southern Italy, but to take no 
part in the Government. 

Because of physical difficulties 
in communications, political con- 
tact in this war-devastated coun- 
try is slow. Count Carlo Sforza 
and Benedetto Croce, major lead- 
ers of the opposition, are in Naples. 


The Nazi-controlled Vichy radio 
said in a broadcast recorded by 
the London Mirror that the King 
had abdicated. There wag no con- 
firmation of this in Allied quarters 
and the broadcast may have been 
a deliberate garbling of accounts 
from Southern Italy, 


SFORZA DECLINES 
TO TALK WITH KING

NAPLES, Nov. 2 (Delayed) 
(AP). — King Vittorio Emanuele 
arrived incognito today from 
Brindisi and although the purpose 
of his visit is unknown it was be- 
lieved he would attempt to confer 
with Count Carlo Sforza and other 
leaders who favor his abdication 
as the first step toward solving 
Italy’s political dilemma. 

An unimpeachable informant 
disclosed that Sforza, former 
Italian Foreign Minister, had de- 
clined to see the King at Brindisi 
after arriving in Italy from the 
United States. This source said 
the monarch had sent emissaries 
offering Sforza an audience, but 
the Count declined in virtually an 
unprecedented action, giving as 
his excuse his plan to leave im- 
mediately for Naples. 

Persons close to Sforza said he 
is adamant on the question of the 
King’s abdication.

than his quota in the last quarter 
of 1943 to carry over this saving 


for use in the first quarter of 
1944, 

H. M. Bitner, director of the 
WPB printing and publishing di- 
vision, explained the plan _ this 
way: 

If a publisher uses 100 tons less 
than his allowable quota for the 
final 1943 quarter, he may add 100 
tons to the quota which will be 
fixed for his use in the first quar- 
ter of 1944, 

“This new provision will encour- 
age publishers to start conserving 
right now in order to cushion the 
effect of the drastic cuts in paper 
usage expected to be imposed be- 
ginning Jan. 1, 1944,” Bitner said.

Scores of towns and villages were 
freed of enemy occupation in the 
path of the Fifth Army’s advance. 

As the British waves. swept over 
Mount Massico and British and 
Americans rolled across San Croce, 
the Germans left behind a scene 
of devastation aimed at impending 
the advance until a new defense 
line can be established, perhaps 
with the towering Aurunci moun- 
tains beyond the Garigliano as a 
hinge. 

Examination of the newly cap- 
tured positions showed the Ger- 
mans had spent six weeks in the 
building of heavity-gunned fortifi- 
cations. 


With weather conditions still im- 
proving along the entire front, both 
Allied armies were able to move 
tanks and guns up to the front 
with greater speed. 

(Today’s German communique 
indicated that the Fifth Army was 
seven miles farther advanced than 
reported in Allied dispatches. The 
Nazi high command said Allied 
attacks “at Venafro” were repulsed 
with heavy casualties for the at- 
tackers.) 

The clearing skies also gave to 
the Allied air forces one of their 
busiest days of pa 2 as they 
ripped at Nazi troop toncentrations 
and gun positions on the entire 
front, set a 1000-ton enemy cargo 
ship aflame and smashed heavily 
at the German airfield at Araxos 
in Greece and the Zara harbor in 
Yugoslavia. 

Six waves of light and medium 
bombers blasted an enemy supply 
dump near Cupello, southwest of 
Vasto on the Adriatic. Enemy alr- 
craft were smashed on the ground 
at Ancona, at lesi, 20 miles west 
of Ancona, and Littoria, south of 
Rome. 

Royal Air Force Baltimores 
scored many direct hits on the 
railway yards at Ceccano, and 
other bombers attacked roads and 
buildings at Ceprano. 

Nazi supply lines were raked in 
“countless missions,” Allied head- 
quarters sald. 

At sea, American PT boats sank 
an enemy tanker off the Island 
of Elba. 


CHINESE CHARGE JAP TROOPS 
USED POISON GAS IN ATTACK 


CHUNGKING, Nov. 4 (AP).— 
The Chinese high command to- 
night charged the Japanese with 
using poison gas in a phase of the 
spreading battle in China’s central 
“rice bowl” area. The Chinese 
said “considerable casualties” were 
caused by the gas attack near 
Nanhsien, 70 miles south of Shasi 
on the Yangtze River. 

The United States and Great 
Britain have declared that they 
would retaliate in kind against any 
Axis power using poison gas. 

The U. S. Fourteenth Air Force 
again supported Chinese ground 
forces yesterday and _ struck at 
three of the principal Japanese 
bases for their drive in the Lake 
Tungting area. American fighters 
also attacked Lashio airdrome in 
Burma with fragmentation bombs.

NEW DELHI, Nov. 4 (AP).— 
Japanese attempts to break up 
construction of a supply road from 
Assam in India to the Burma Road 
were indicated yesterday in an Al- 
lied communique announcing that 
Chinese forces had clashed with 50 
Japanese near that route. The road 
is intended as a new supply line to 
China, and the Japanese apparent- 
ly are seeking to pinch it off. 


OCTOBER CARGO SHIP OUTPUT 
‘DISAPPOINTING,’ 163 IN MONTH 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP).— 
Merchant shipyards in October de- 
livered 163 cargo vessels, only 
three more than in September, the 
Maritime Commission reported 
yesterday, adding that the October 
output was “disappointing.” It 
fell below the August record of 
164 ships. 

The October production aggre- 
gated 1,675,311 deadweight tons 
and brought the total of 1943 de- 
liveries to 1524 ships, totaling 
15,501,624 deadweight tons. 

The record put merchant ship- 
yards within 3,388,376 tons of 
meeting this year’s goal of 18,- 
890,000 deadweight tons, Although 
the October rate was not quite 
sufficient, the commission said it 
expected “the full quota to be met 
by the end of the year.” 


REDS REPORTED PARACHUTING 
WOMAN SPIES BEHIND LINES 


STOCKHOLM, Nov. 4 (AP).— 
Soviet Russia was reported today 
to be sending “beautiful and intel- 
ligent” woman spies behind the 
German lines—parachuting them

HULL. EDEN LEAVE

U. S. Secretary’s Plans 
Not Revealed — British

LONDON, Nov. 4 (AP).—United 
States Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull and British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden now are homeward 
bound from the successful Moscow 
conference, a Soviet broadcast said 


today, and a Cairo dispatch sug- 
gested both may be headed for the 
Egyptian capital. 

Already waiting in Cairo is Nu- 
man Menemencioglu, Turkish For- 
eign Minister, who, it was an- 
nounced two days ago, will confer 
there with Eden. Secretary Hull's 
plans have not been disclosed. 

The Moscow broadcast, recorded 
by the Soviet monitor, said Soviet 
Commissar Vyacheslav Molotov, 
third conferee in the Moscow talks, 
was among a group of notables 
who saw Hull and Eden off from 
a flag-draped airport as they set 
out for home. 

A special train carried Menemen- 
cioglu and a staff of assistants in- 
to Cairo last night. He left An- 
kara Tuesday shortly after a 
speech by Turkish President Ismet 
Inonu indicating approval of United 
Nations’ ideals. 

In London meanwhile it was un- 
officially suggested that possible 
use of the Dardanelles by Allied 
warships and lending of Turkish 
airfields might be two of the most 
important topics for discussion in 
the Cairo conference.

to go back to work at once, ad- 
vising them a “satisfactory agree- 
ment” had been reached with 
Ickes. 

Part of the soft coal wage boost 
is accounted for by cutting the 
lunch hour from 30 minutes to 15. 
Underground travel time also is to 
be recompensed but only after 40 
hours a week. The travel time 
was fixed at 45 minutes a day. 

The agreement also took in the 
hard coal miners. 

WLB to Considér Terms. 

The War Labor Board said it 
would consider the agreement 
“first thing” today. There is a 
question whether the WLB will 
accept the flat formula for travel 
time for all mines because this fac- 
tor varies considerably from mine 
to mine. 

Under the agreement anthracite 
miners are allowed an additional 
37.8 cents a day. This, added to 
the 32.2 cents allowed by the WLB 
last week under its Little Stee) for- 
mula, makes a total cash increase 
of 70 cents a day, 

Concessions approved by the 
WLB in the form of free tools are 
not included in either total. They 
are estimated to be worth 20 to 25 
cents a day for all miners. 

The union miners have been 
without a contract. since May 1. 
There have been four strikes this 
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year as a direct outcome of the 
wage arguments and President 
Roosevelt has twice ordered the 
mines seized by the Government. 

Originally, the UMW asked for 
approximately $2 a day more pay 
boost; some operators offered 88 
cents. The Illinois contract, of- 
fered as a model, provided $1.50. 
The WLB said $1.12% could be ap- 
proved but more than that would 
violate the hold-the-line policy 
against inflation. 

The present basis of settlement 
provided no categorical answer to 
the simple question, “who won?” 

If the WLB approves, it will do 
so under its own interpretation of 
the wage stabilization policy. The 
miners will get more money, but 
it will mean increased working 
time, in most cases. They will be 
paid for underground travel time, 
but only after 40 hours a week. 

The bituminous sections of the 
agreement provides the same earn- 
ings as were proposed in the IIli- 
nois contract which the WLB re 
jected. The new pact proposed to 
meet the WLB’s terms, however, 
by cuting the 30-minute lunch pe- 
riod in half and adding the quar- 
ter-hour thus saved to the produc- 
tive day at time and a half, 

The new soft coal work day is 
eight and three-fourths hours, por- 
tal to portal, which is the time 
the miner spends producing coal 
and traveling to and from his 
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place of work underground, Light 
hours of this is measured as pro- 
ductive time and three-quarters of 
an hour as travel time. The old 
seven-hour day was all productive 
time. 

The effect on the miner is this: 
He receives $8.50 a day instead of 
$7 and agrees to dig coal an hour 
longer for the increase. This is 


Full Production Likely Monday in 
Illinois Fields. 

Coal production in Illinois, which 
has been almost at a standstill 
throughout the week picked up 
slightly today as some United 
Mine Workers reported for work, 


although most of them failed to do 
so as telegrams from their inter- 
national officers directing them to 
return failed to arrive in time. It 
was anticipated that full produc- 
tion would not be resumed before 
Monday.

Home at Time of Murder

Nancy was going to have nothing 
from him. 

“He spelled out ‘nothing’ in a 
Very loud voice.” 

Would Have Him Whipped. 

De Marigny testified that Oakes 
threatened to have him (de Marig- 
ny) and Higgs whipped for writing 
@ letter to Lady Oakes. 

‘They wrote to ask her for a 
copy of a letter addressed to her 
by Ruth de Marigny, the defend- 
ant'’s divorced wife. Witnesses 
have said the letter made various 
accusations against de .Marigny, 
from whom Ruth was divorced not 
long before he married Nancy. 

De Marigny continued: “He said 
‘as far as that girl in your house 
is concerned,’ referring to Nancy, 
‘she has caused trouble for her 
mother and me.’ Sir Harry said 
he didn't want anything to do with 
her. 

“Sir Harry was so mad I thought 
he was going to hit me.” 


Invited Son to Dinner, 

March 29 was his birthday, de 
Marigny said, and the oldest Oakes 
son, Sidney, was among the 20 
guests at de Marigny’s home for 
dinner. 

“Nancy asked him to stay over- 
night,” he said. 

“About 4 o'clock in the morning 
there was a terrible pounding on 
the front door. Somebody shout- 
ed, ‘open the door or I'll break it 
down.” 

“I opened the door and Sir 
Harry walked in. I took him into a 
guest room. 


“Sir Harry pulled Sidney by the 
foot. He told him to get out of 
the bed and put on his clothes and 
get to hell out of this house, 

“T never spoke to Sir Harry after 
that morning.” “You never spoke 
to him again?” Higgs asked. 

De Marigny did not hesitate: 


“No.” 

He said his wife left for the 
United States May 27 for medical 
treatment of her mouth. 

Invited R. A. F. Wives to Dine. 

He told of inviting several per- 
sons to dinner at his Victoria 
Avenue home the night of July 7. 
There were 11 at the party, the 
guests including Dorothy Clark 
and Jean Ainslie, wives of Royal 
Air Force flyers, and Fred ‘Cer- 
reta. Mrs. Clark and Mrs. Ainslie 
have testified that the accused 
man took them to their homes, 
near Westbourne, about 1 a. m. 
July 8. 

De Marigny said he also invited 
Harold G, Christie, who was an 
overnight guest at Oakes’ estate 
the night of the killing and who 
told of finding the body the next 
morning when he went to sum- 
mon Oakes for breakfast. Christie 
did not accept the telephoned in- 
vitation, de Marigny added. 

The witness said he paid the 
last installment on his chicken 
farm in Higgs’ office July 7, later 
lunched at home, then went 
racing in his sailboat, Concubine. 
He is well known as a yachts- 


mar. He went home and dressed 
for dinner. 

“What did you wear?” Higgs 
asked. 


“I wore those clothes,” and de 
Marigny pointed to clothing: which 
has been introduced in evidence. 
Crown witnesses have testified 
that he was unable to produce 
the shirt he told of wearing. 

“Did you wear sotks?” Higgs 
continued. “I never wear socks.” 

33 Neckties as Evidence. 

“What kind of tie did you 


wear?” “It is impossible to tell, 
I have so many ties.” 

| Raymond C. Schindler, private 
i\detective employed by the de- 
ifense, at this point dumped 33 


flashy ties on the counsel] table. 

De Marigny pointed to them and 
said: “These are some of my 
ties.” 

They were entered in evidence, 
while guards 
spectators. 

Higgs led de Marigny through 
his story of the dinner. He named 
the guests, and told of moving the 
table from the lawn into the house 
because of mosquitoes. 

“What lights did . you have?” 
“We had candles- with hurricane 
shades.” 

“Who lit the candles?” “I did,” 
and de Marigny motioned with his 
arms, 

“T Lit the Candles.” 

“There were three hurricane 
lamps, one in front of Mrs, Clark, 
another in front of Donald McoKin- 
ney and the other in front of Os- 
wald Moseley. I lit the candles, 
the left ones with my left hand 
and the right ones with my right 
hand. I am ambidextrous, 

“When I lit the candles I burned 
my hands.” 

Thus the defense moved to com- 
bat Crown testimony that there 
were burned hairs on his hands 
and arms after the killing. Capt. 
James O. Barker of the Miami po- 
lice has said that anyone in the 
room at the time of the killing 
probably would have been burned. 

Drove Two*Women Home, 

After the party broke up, de 
Marigny said, he drove Mrs. Clark 
and rs, Ainslie to their homes, 
He ot he invited Cerreta to ac- 
com y them, but Cerreta de- 
clined. 


De Marigny leaned forward and 
rested his elbows on the witness 
rail. He put his hands together,

prayer-like, and earnestly looked 
Higgs squarely in the eyes in the 
manner of a man fighting to be 
believed. 

Occasionally he turned his face 
toward the Justice, and spoke in 
the same manner, He was so eager 
to get on with the story that Jus- 
tice Daly had to interrupt him. 

Drove Straight Home. 

“After you dropped Mrs. Clark 
and Mrs. Ainslie off, what did 
you do?” asked Higgs. 

“TIT drove back to the house.” . 

“Straight home?” “Yes, straight 
back home.” 

The courtroom remained packed 
during a 10-minute recess, none of 
the spectators being willing to take 
a chance on losing his seat. 

Grim)faced, de Marigny strode 
back 4o the stand ag the recess 
ended, He leaned over toward the 
Justice to point out on a plan of 
his Victoria Avenue cottage where 
he parked his car on his return, 

Had to Move His Auto. 

He said he had to move his other 
car out of the way and the car of 
the Marquis Georges de Visdelou- 
Guimbeau, who was his house 
guest, out of the garage ot put his 
Lincoln away for the night. 

“I entered the house, called the 
Marquis and asked if he wanted 
me to take Betty Roberts home,” 
de Marigny continued. “He said 
no, he would take her.” 

This, he testified, was about 1:30 
a. m., which is the approximate 


hour Oakes was beaten'and burned 
to death at Westbourne, five miles 
away. 

The Next Morning. 


After sleeping until about 6 a, m. 
de Marigny said he arose and fixed 
his own breakfast. The Justice 
asked him if he prepared breakfast 
himself, 


“Yes, I always fix my own break- 
fast‘and have the same breakfast 
every day in the year—poached 
eggs, Ovaltine and toast,” he re- 
plied. 


Then, de Marigny related, he 
made a record of 400 eggs, each 
numbered, put in an incubator the 
day before. This took three quar- 
ters of an hour, he said, after 
which he put some chickens in his 
car and went upstairs to ask the 
Marquis about the key to the car. 


“I drove to the farm,” he contin- 
ued, 


Answering Higgs’ questions, he 
said: 


“IT left the farm and drove to 
the police station. First I talked 
to some friends, incliiding Donald 
McKinney, then to the post office, 
and went to the police station and 
talked to one of the policemen— 
I don’t know which one.” 


This made it apparent the de- 
fense intends to call McKinney as 
a witness to say de Marigny was 
not wild-eyed or puff-lipped as 
Constable Wendell Parker testi- 


fied for the prosecution. 
Learns of Oakes’ Death. 

De Marigny said he returned 
then to his farm. He said he met 
Anderson on Bay street and 
learned for the first time of the 
death of Oakes. 

“I said ‘are you kidding’” he re- 
lated. “I could not believe he was 
serious. 

“He said ‘No, I’m serious. Sir 
Harry is dead.’ 


“T asked him if he knew what he 
died of, and he said no. 

“We drove to my home in our 
separate cars and I went upstairs 
to tell George. 


“I said ‘Let’s go see what hap- 
pened and see what we can do.’ 

“Driving out I asked Anderson 
where he died. 

“He said Westbourne or the sta- 
ble quarters. 

“When we arrived at West- 
bourne we saw cars and Anderson 
said ‘it might be here.’ 

“Anderson was driving.” 

De Marigny said he went to the 
cottage of Mrs. Newell Kelly, near 
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Westbourne,

6. Disclosure by Laurence A. 
Knapp, liaison officer of the 
emergency advisory committee 
for political defense, that the 
Nazis were engaged in a black- 
mailing racket in Latin America, 
“extorting money from _ people 
down there in exchange for re- 
leasing their relatives from Ger- 
many.” 

7. An estimate by Brig. Gen. 
Frank Hines, chairman of the 
Federal Board of Hospitalization, 
that the requirements for hospital 
beds for war veterans at the end 
of this war will be approximately 
300,000, or three times the need 
at the end of the last war.

Executions in Manila.

A Defense of the Bankhead Bill 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


According to your editorial of Oct. 30, 
“Danger of a Press Subsidy,” and sev- 
eral others of similar tone recently, you 
are mortally afraid the Government is 
going to buy control of the small-city 
dailies and weeklies simply by offering 
us advertising at regular space rates. 

You forget that we have been accept- 
ing advertising and receiving pay for it, 
at regular rates, for many years—and 
we haven’t sold out to anyone yet. We 
can quote more examples of the city 
press leaning toward the big interests 
than you can of the small-city press sell- 
ing out to anyone. 

Now, if the Government has some- 
thing to sell, whether it be bonds or elec- 
tricity or fertilizer, we of the small-city 
press can sell it through .gur paid ad- 
vertising columns. The Government 
buys and pays for everything else. There 
is no reason why it should not pay for 
its advertising, at regular rates. It will 
be getting value received. It will be 
buying advertising space--and not our 
souls. 

The trouble with you is that you don't 
keep in close enough touch with the busi- 
ness office. Why don’t you ask who is 
paying for those big ads you are run- 
ning, and I don’t mean clothing and 
cigarette copy? The business office is not 
donating that space. The Government is 
paying for much of that space, indirect- 
ly, when it pays cost-plus for the manu- 
facture of airplanes and bullets and 
landing barges and gun turrets. 

Those companies charge a large per- 
centage to advertising, and then zoom 
their motors and ricochet their bullets 
all over the pages of the big-city press 
and the national magazines. Those ads 
are beautiful to look at, but they don’t 
sell anything except the names of the 
big companies manufacturing goods for 
the Government. And the Government 
(that’s you and I in the long run) pays 
for them in cost-plus payments for the 
war goods it buys. 

If the Government does decide to buy 
a little legitimate advertising, I think 
we can handle it without losing our 
honor. And I think we can handle the 
politicians who would make political 
fodder out of the Bankhead bill, too, 

Senator Clark, for example, was one 
of the first to climb on the bandwagon, 
but we wouldn’t support him if he 
backed a thousand Bankhead bills. Con- 
gressman Cochran is against the bill, 
but we wouldn’t oppose him for that 
reason. Most of us oppose or support 
politicians on what we- know of them 
or their records as public servants, not 
for their votes on so-called subsidies.

Who Won? 


Secretary Ickes and John L. Lewis have agreed 
upon the terms of a contract, but more than the 
memory of the coal strike lingers on. It still 
remains to be seen whether the WLB will ap- 
prove the terms. There will also be the bother- 
some necessity of Government operation, so the 
next question will be whether the owners would be 
willing to take back their mines on the terms 
agreed to by Mr. Ickes. 

There still lingers on, too, the little question 
of where the WLB stands. Has the WLB gained 
increased prestige for its future deliberations with 
labor? It does not seem so. The board's com- 
promise proposal of a $1.12%-a-day increase, in- 
cluding portal-to-portal pay, was a good enough 
move of itself, but unfortunately it involved a 
complete reversal of principle. 

WLB earlier had said. flatly that under the cir- 
cumstances the portal-to-portal demands were a 
subterfuge for an increase in pay beyond the 
limits of the Little Steel formula. It had inti- 
mated further that, even if it could accept these 
demands, it could not agree to a fixed sum for 
portal-to-portal pay, because that method would 
be inequitable to miners who spend widely vary- 
ing amounts of time in travel. However, the 
board in its latest proposal accepted both the 
portal-to-portal demand and the fixed-sum 
formula. In doing so it lost prestige. 

Labor unions coming up against WLB may 
quite reasonably deduce that if they bluff long 
enough and hard enough, they can make the 
board give in. By so much as the lessened pres- 
tige of the board has decreased its effectiveness, 
the public ag a whole has lost, for WLB is the 
people's sovereign device for the settlement of 
labor controversies without stoppage of work. 

There lingers on, most of all, the question why 
it has taken so long for the controversy to be 
resolved. This answer, if it is to be had, may 
well prove to be the most important fact in the 
whole business, for it bears on every labor dis- 
pute in the future, 

The formula used by Ickes and Lewis to com- 
pose the differences is simple. The miners agree 
to reduce their lunch time from 30 to 15 minutes 
and to spend the quarter-hour thus released in 
productive work. , On the basis of $1 an hour as 
standard pay, at time and a half for overtime 
the 15 minutes added to the productive day will 
bring the miners 37% cents, the amount by which 
the WLB offer fell short of the Illinois contract 
terms which Lewis demanded. 

The formula may not be the very model of 
good judgment. Fifteen minutes for lunch is cut- 
ting it pretty fine; but if it is workable at all, 
the hardship, it would seem, will fall on the 
miners, not on the operators. The best that can 
be said for the idea is that it has broken the 
deadlock. At that, when so little was required 
to come to terms, why was not the little men- 
tioned sooner? Was the formula now accepted 
ever proposed, or was it proposed and turned 
down, and if so, when and by whom? 

These facts need to be made public, particularly 
in view of Secretary Ickes’ recent assertions in 
Collier's Magazine that both the operators and 
the UMW were stalling in their contract negotia- 
tions. Public knowledge of such facts may make 
us infinitely the gainer in labor disputes still to 
come. As it stands now, much valuable time has 
been lost; much coal needed for the war, that 
would otherwise be firing our war industries, 
still lies underground; Lewis and his miners have 
made themselves distasteful, even hateful, to 
many of their fellow Americans; the WLB’s pres- 
tige has been impaired; and there is a decided 
question whether the UMW will be able to de- 
liver all the miners back to the pits without a 
further disastrous loss of productive time. 

No one can be said to be the gainer from the 
strike in any real sense; the miners alone have 
made anything that looks like a gain, and they 
have paid too much for it, far too much, in the 
loss of public regard and in the willful failure to 
serve their country in its hour of greatest need. 
It needs to be known very fully why this dispute 
took so long to settle, why the slight device which 
now has broken the deadlock was not brought 
into action sooner—so that from now on much 
more can be done to deal with wartime strikes 
where they are best dealt with—before they ever 
have a chance to start. 


The Worst Wallop 

Already nursing bruises and contusions from 
what happened in New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, the Democratic donkey gets its 
worst wallop in Kentucky. The Republican can- 
didate for Governor, Simeon S. Willis, who ap- 
peared beaten in the early returns, overtook his 
Democratic opponent; J. Lyter Donaldson, and 
has been elected. The outcome is reminiscent of 
the election of the Republican, Edwin P. Morrow, 
in 1919, which was followed in the next year by 
Republican victory in the presidential elections. 

For Willis to lose in Kentucky by a narrow 
margin would have been a moral victory for the 
G. O. P. For him‘to win is an event to cause the 
Democratic high command to look forward to 
1944 with fear and apprehension, 
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Acceptance of Moscow Declarations 


The teapot tempest in the Senate that has 
brewed as many definitions of “free and sov- 
ereign nations” and “power to prevent aggres- 
sion” as there were Senators to enter the debate 
now simmers to an echo of the Moscow agree- 
ments. Just as the puzzied public was beginning 
to wonder, with Alice, that words could mean so 
many different things, the Foreign Relations 
Committee approves the four-power declaration. 

Carter Glass has approved. The old statesman’s 
opinion carries weight with the Ball-Burton- 
Hatch-Hill-Pepper-Thomas group, which hag in- 
sisted on a provision for the use of force, and 
with the reluctant, fluttering right wing faction 
spearheaded by Vandenberg. Those who have 
collaborated in this approach to unity pray for 
a healthy majority in the voting. 

The Moscow declarations of policy, though bind- 
ing according to international law, do not call for 
ratification.. They are on @ Senate-free basis with 
the Atlantic Charter and the Cgmmander-in- 
Chief's exchange of destroyers for bases. All the 
more reason why they should be approved by 
resolution, since it ultimately falls to the Senate 
to translate them into postwar action. 

There are still straddlers, and {solationist “{frre- 
concilables” like Nye, Shipstead and weary old 
Hiram Johnson. That such men might gain 


enough adherents to blast, by voting a third of 
the Senate plus one, the hopes of the people, of 
the chief executive, of the House of Representa- 
tives and of two-thirds of the Senate minus one, 
is cause to question our constitutional set-up for 
the making of foreign policy. Repetition of the 
errors of 1919 and 1920 will mean another era of 
tentative, toothless, wholly ineffectual peace, 
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Mr. Welles’ Idea at Moscow 


Sumner Welles, former Under Secretary of 
State, was not present in person at the Moscow 
conference, but if the four-power declaration 
evolved there is compared with his remarkable 
address of Oct. 16, it becomes plain that he was 
pfesent in spirit, | . 

Mr. Welles’ ideas on future world co-operation, 
as he presented them before the Foreign Policy 
Association in New York, are so remarkably like 
the major points agreed upon at Moscow that 
coincidence must be ruled out. 

He urged in his speech that the American, 
British, Russian and Chinese governments (1) 
“jointly undertake #0 keep the peace of the world 
in the postwar period,” with the co-operation of 
other nations; (2) agree on creation of postwar 
machinery for arms reduction; (3) agree on a 
postwar policy of “realistic justice” toward Ger- 
many and other Axis powers to prevent their 
starting wars in future; (4) agree to take no 
independent action affecting the sovereignty of 
any other nation; (5) pledge “establishment of 
a universal world organization” in which the 
present agreement would be merged. 

The points set forth in the Moscow Big Four's 
declaration embrace these ideas virtually in toto, 

Mr. Welles is no longer in the State Depart- 
ment’s service. Yet the evidence indicates that 
his ideas were accepted by President Roosevelt 
and by Secretary Hull as the program to be in- 
dorsed at Moscow. It may be that the President 
and Secretary of State have also been thinking 
along those lines, but there has been no hint of 
such a plan in any of their recent addresses, 
while the Welles speech of Oct. 16 was almost a 
forecast of the Moscow decisions, 

Whatever the nature of the disagreement with 
Hull that led to Welles’ resignation, or ouster, it 
is to the Secretary of State’s credit that he did 
not let the break discredit his former aid’s ideas. 
Instead, Hull seems to have presented them ably 
to Molotov and Eden at Moscow, and to have 
found that they provided the basis for a meeting 
of minds, 
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The King of Greece is said to be losing out 
with his people. The idea seems to be not to 
let George do it. 
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Solid Blows by Our Submarines 


Underseas warfare is not a monopoly of the 
Germans, We, who were marked by the Nazis to 
be destroyed by the U-boats, have our own sub- 
marine fleet which is striking down the Japanese 
merchant marine with remarkable success, 

Reports of enemy ships sunk in the Pacific by 
our raiders are reminiscent of our own dangerous 
situation in the Atlantic a year ago. But now it 
is a U-boat war in reverse. 

Our craft are finding the transports and mer- 
chant ships of the Japs and sending them to the 
bottom. This Pacific enemy has not the means 
to protect his shipping that we have, So the lat- 
est report of our Navy lists 10 more of his ves- 
sels sunk and four damaged right in his own wa- 
ters, making a total of 329 sunk, 36 probably 
sunk and 109 damaged since we turned our sleek 
little craft out to hunt him down,

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Battling a Sinister Plot 


Attorney General Roy McKittrick and Senator 
Bennett C. Clark merit high commendation for 
the heavy blows they have swung against the 
deplorable scheme of the fire insurance compa- 
nies to free themselves from operation of the 
nation’s anti-trust laws. 

The bitter experience of years of attempted 
regulation of the rates of stock fire insurance 
companies operating in Missouri was behind Mc- 
Kittrick’s strong statement yesterday before a 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee. This committee 
is considering a bill which would specifically ex- 
empt the insurance business from the Sherman 


and Clayton acts. 


senator Clark made his position known em- 
phatically, saying, “I am opposed to any legisla- 
tion destined directly or indirectly to emasculate 
our anti-trust laws.” 

These powerful companies, McKittrick told the 
subcommittee, are today defying the laws of Mis- 
souri by maintaining rates in excess of those 
legally fixed in 1922. He recited the history of 
the notorious rate compromise brought about by 
the huge cash payments which sent Boss Tom 
Pendergast and former State Insurance Superin- 
tendent R. E. O'Malley to Federal prison for in- 
come-tax evasion. ‘ 

The insurance companies which engineered 
that corrupt deal, many of them having head- 
quarters in other states, never for a moment 
have yielded in their determination to make their 
will superior to the laws and regulations of the 
State of Missouri, 

Information laid before the Federal Depart- 
ment of Justice by McKittrick resulted in itndiet- 
ment of a large group of stock fire insurance 
companies at Atlanta, Ga., on charges of violat- 
ing the anti-trust laws. That indictment was 
dismissed by a court which held that the insur- 
ance business was not commerce, as was held 
many years ago in a questionable Supreme Court 
ruling, and therefore not subject to the anti- 
trust laws. On the Government’s appeal, the 
United States Supreme Court has agreed to re- 
view this case. 

The pending legislation has been instigated by 
the defiant insurance monopoly in a bold attempt 
to give itself an immunity bath in advance of a 
decision by the high court. 

It is good to see Senator Clark join Attorney 
General McKittrick in the fight against this sin- 
ister plot,

Subsidies are a complicated subject until they are studied in terms 
of food, editorial says; barring such payments will boost the na- 
tional grocery bill by 15 billion dollars next year, or $115 per person, 
unless price line is held according to the plan of the President.

This editorial is about subsidies, a dull 
and complex subject until you think about 
it in terms of how much more your bread 
and butter is going to cost you if we don’t 
have subsidies, 


Unless the President can lick the House 
Banking and Currency Committee’s farm 
bloc-inspired scheme to prohibit all food 
subsidies after Dec. 31, your butter will cost 
you 5 cents a pound more, beginning about 
Jan. 1. How much more it will cost later, 
not even the farm bloc knows—or cares, 


The bread you spread it on will go up 
about a cent a loaf. That’s at the start. 
More, later, 


If we use the term bread and butter to 
mean edibles in general, you can expect to 
pay your share of a 15-billion-dollar boost 
in the nation’s food bill, starting Jan. 1. 


TRat boost amounts to, roughly, $115 for 
each man, woman and child of us next 
year, That’s a minimum. 


If you say you can’t afford it, then you 
will be agreeing with us that we must have 
the kind of subsidies that President Roose- 
velt and Food Administrator Jones are try- 
ing hard to get. 


There is nothing darkly mysterious about 
their plan for subsidies. Put it in terms 
of bread again. The Government wants to 
insure that wheat growers, including the 
little fellows, get a fair price for their 
wheat, a price which Will cover increased 
costs. Also, it: wants to keep the price of 
bread where it is now. 


To do that would cost 70 million dollars 
in subsidies, paid to the people who pro- 
duce the flour. But if the farm bloc and 
its congressional stooges have their way 
and the Government is prohibited from 
paying subsidies, all of us will have to pay 
350 million dollars more for our bread. 


Wheat is, of course, also used for feeding 
animals along with other grains. No sub- 
sidies, and the prices of all meats will go 
up. Mr, Jones has figured it on the basis 
of hogs—an increase of $13.75 per hun- 
dredweight.

Strong Defense of Mrs. Surratt,: 
Executed As a Lincoln Assassin

“The Case for Mrs. Surratt,” by Helen Jones Camp- 

bell. (G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York.) . 

This book is by far the strongest defense 
that has been written for the woman who 
was executed for complicity in the assas- 
Sination of President Lincoln. In addition 
to Mrs, Surratt, three men were found guil- 
ty by the Military Commission. No doubt 
has been raised in the cases of the men. 
But from the day of her execution, the case 
of Mrs. Surratt has been the subject of con- 
flicting opinions, Historians have conclud- 
ed that the trial was notoriously irregular 
and that there is at least grave doubt of 
her guilt. 

But the author of this volume sweeps 
aside all caution and asserts Mrs. Surratt’s 
innocence, She has reconstructed the whole 
story of the involvement, described the con- 
duct of the trial and accumulated evidence 
until the unguarded reader is convinced.

The evidence is indeed powerful. The Su- 
preme Court itself has since decided that 
the trial of a civilian before a military court 
in time of peace is unconstitutional Mrs, 
Surratt was tried before such a court. She 
was not allowed to testify in her own be 
half despite her desire to do so, She 
was convicted upon the testimony of ea 
spineless clerk, who later admitted perjury, 
and an old soak, who in his most critica] 
relationship to Mrs. Surratt was so drunk 
that he could not tell exactly what hap- 
pened. Even the commission could not 
agree upon her guilt; five members refused 
to approve a verdict of guilty,

The arch-fiend in the drama, according te 
the author, was the Secretary of War, Stan- 
ton. He had announced shortly after 
Lincoln’s assassination that the War De 
partment had solved the mystery. This 
achievement would certainly improve Stan- 
ton’s hope to obtain the party leadership he 
desired. So pressure was put on the president 
of the commission, and through him on the 
members, so that Mrs. Surratt was found 
guilty, but a recommendation of clemency 
was attached. President Johnson, in reviewe 
ing the case, failed to notice this.

Despite the probable correctness of the 
author’s case, the reviewer feels he must 
warn against a complete acceptance. While 
much of the book is taken from the 
trial record, a great deal ia not, and one 
wonders where it came from, There are no 
footnotes and there is no bibliography to 
direct the investigator. The need for these 
is all the greater because there is a mixture 
of fact and fiction throughout the book. 
The author frequently reads thoughts in the 
minds of the characters -in a way impos 
sible except by sheer imagination. 

One concludes that this “case for Mra, 
Surratt,” is not stated objectively upon the 
basis of the proved facts, but by the sup. 
pression of all facts that might disprove the 
victim’s innocence, a procedure which the 
author hersglf deplores in the conduct of 
the Military Commission.

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THE MOSCOW PACT

A NEW WORLD TAKES FORM 


I 


N Moscow the day after the signing of the pact the loud speakers 
on the street corners regaled the populace with the music of Anton 
Dvorak’s “New World Symphony.” It was a nice bit of symbolism. 


For at Moscow on Nov. 1 a new world did, indeed, begin to take form. 


Until then it was impossible to 
envision the contours of the fu- 
ture because of the fog of the 
past. We did not know where 
Russia really stood and not know- 
ing took counsel of our suspicions. 
The Russians cid likewise, There 
was thus a real danger that the 
international anarchy which has 
been responsible for two world 
wars in one generation would be- 
gin to reassert itself, possibly more 
virnlently than ever, the moment 
the present struggle ended. 

The pact of Moscow does not 
provide an answer to all the ques- 
tions that have been _ troubling 
mankind regarding the peace that 
is to follow the war. Indeed, it 
concerns itself a good deal more, 
and very wisely, with the imme- 
diate problem of achieving and 
hastening victory than with the 
problem of how best to consolidate 
that victory once it has been won.

Looks to Future. 
ONETHELESS, the pact of 
Moscow does look to the fu- 
ture and if it does not provide 

us with a detailed blueprint of 
the coming world order at least it 
does set down the declared inten- 
tions of the Big Four. These in- 
tentions are set forth most clearly 
in the joint declaration which 
pledges Great Britain, Russia, 
United States and China to con- 
tinue into the peace their present 
co-operation in war, to enforce 
the terms imposed upon the ene- 
my and, together with all other 
peace-loving, sovereign states, to es- 
tablish “at the earliest practicable 
date a general international organ- 
ization . . for the maintenance 
of international peace and secur- 
ity.” 

Further clews as to the nature 
of the world order which the Mos- 
cow conferees hope to see estab- 
lished after the war are to be 
found in the declarations regard- 
ing Italy and Austria. 

The declaration regarding Italy 
is significant on two major counts. 
In the first place, through its em- 
phasis on tke restoration of de- 
mocracy in Italy, it emphasizes 
Russia’s abandonment of its once- 
feared program of world revolu- 
tion, an event previously signal- 
ized by the dissolution of the 
Comintern. In this instance, Rus- 
sia has clearly manifested her 
readiness to support the establish- 
ment in a defeated country of a 
regime which will guarantee free- 


dom of speech, religious worship, 
litical belief, press and public 
eeting. 
There is no reason to believe 
that the same attitude will not 


characterize Russia’s policy re-|. 


garding other lands which the Al- 
lies may liberate. When the war 
is over Russia's greatest need will 
be a long period of peace and dem- 
ocratic nations are peaceful na- 
tions.

Bridging the Gulf. 

HE declaration regarding Italy 
Ti therefore, another bridge 

across the gulf that once sep- 
arated Russia from the rest of 
the world. But it also has the 
additional significance that the 
solution of the Italian problem 
will not. be exclusive prerogative of 
Russia, Britain and America. 

The “advisory council for mat- 
ters relating to Italy,” which the 
Moscow conferees have agreed to 
establish, will include representa- 
tives.of the French Committee of 
National Liberation and of the 
Greek and Yugoslav Governments. 

Together with other provisions 
of the pact this suggests that while 
Great Britain, Russia and Amer- 
ica will provide the essential nu- 
cleus of physical power and diplo- 
matic direction in Europe (with 
China joining in the combination 
in Asia) this great power arrange- 
ment, will ultimately be part of a 
global organization of collective 
security. 

The declaration regarding Aus- 
tria takes in a narrower field. Its 
principal importance at this junc- 
ture is as an instrument of politi- 
cal warfare, It will help break up 
greater Germany from within, 
since it is no secret that the Aus- 
trians have manifested an increas- 
ing rebelliousness against their 
Nazi overlords. 

The document is also important 
because, aside from the reassertion 
of the demand for unconditional 
surrender and the Roosevelt- 
Churchill-Stalin statement on war 
criminals, it constitutes the first 
joint agreemert by the three pow- 
ers regarding the future of Ger- 
many. 

The Germany of the postwar fu- 
ture, the Moscow pact makes 
clear, will not be allowed to be 
either politically or geographically 
the Germany of the prewar past. 
But the German problem as a 
—— still remains to be dealt 
with.

Plans are being discussed by @

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New York Race Wagers Total $266,435,665; State to Get $17,000,000 


Huge Gains 
In Bets and 
Attendance 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4 (AP).—New 
York's regular 180-day racing sea- 
gon, which ended yesterday with 
the finale of the Empire-at-Ja- 


maica session, saw total wagering 
surpassing a similar 1942 campaign 
by more than $100,000,000. The in- 
crease was approximately 62 per 
cent, 

During the stretch that began 
last April, $266,435,665 changed 
hands through the tote, as com- 
pared to last season’s $165,730,267, 
a gain of $100,705,398. Daily aver- 
age betting for this second war- 
time campaign hit $1,480,198, 
against 1942’s $920,723. 

The 1943 attendance (unofficial 
figures pending final count) came 
to 3,335,607, or an average of 18,- 
531. Last year, the turnstiles 
clicked 2,683,176 times, or 14,906 
daily. The breakage (odd cents 
retained by State and the tracks) 
also jumped, this year’s total hit- 
ting $1,979,878.73 to top last sea- 
son’s $1,290,060.97. 

Well Over $17,000,000 to State. 

From its 6 per cent of the bet- 
ting and 60 per cent of the break- 
age alone—exclusive of admission 
taxes and license fees—the State 
coffer will receive well over $17,- 
000,000 from the 180-day span. Last 
season, its share for that period 
was $8,931,543. 

In 1942, of course, the State took 
only 5 per cent of the _ total 
“take,” splitting with the racing 
associations. Another big factor 
in the increased revenue during 
the boom session just ended was 
the switching of Saratoga’s 30-day 
meeting to more accessible Bel- 
mont Park. 

All sorts of records fell contin- 
ually during the season. They 
were strewn all over the place and 
space does not permit mention of 
the lot; but one mark that stood 
out was the world record play of 
$2,926,702 at Aqueduct on Labor 
Day, when racing’s first three mil- 
lion dollar day was missed merely 
through lack of facilities. 

Contributions of $7,000,000. 

A nine-day victory meeting for 
war relief and local charities be- 
gins at Jamaica today, one which 
may add $500,000 to racing’s con- 
tributions to the war effort. It is 
calculated that the American turf, 
at the end of this second war sea- 
son, will have helped the cause to 
the tune of at least $7,000,000.

UN WAR'S WOUNDED 


Rehabilitation Begins on Bat- 
tlefields, Says St. Louisan 
Back From Jungles. 


Rehabilitation of disabled serv- 
ice men begins on the field of 
battle, Sgt. Irving Bender, until 
recently a member of a medical 
unit serving in Southwest Pacific 
jnugle combat areas, told a 


Post-Dispatch reporter today. Ben- 
der, 23-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs, Jack Bender, 752 Syracuse 
avenue, University City, arrived 
here Friday after receiving an 
honorable discharge from the 
Army for physical reasons, 

The use of sulfa drugs to stop 

infections and of blood plasma to 
prevent shock, he explained, has 
helped to reduce deaths and dis- 
abilities from wounds as “sulfa 
and plasma can be administered 
on the field of battle.” Quick re- 
moval of the wounded to field and 
then to base hospitgls also has 
been important, he added, 
In the case of soldiers who have 
lost their limbs as a result of 
wounds, skin grafts and surgical 
operations, Bender said, are 
planned so that artificial devices 
can be used to the best advantage. 
Specialists, he continued, constant- 
ly are improving and designing 
new artificial aids as corrective 
problems appear. 

Efforts also are made, Bender 
told a reporter, to administer 
prompt rehabilitative treatment 
for diseases and mental break- 
downs, which he said were “im- 
portant factors in jungle warfare.” 
Bender, who served in the Fiji 
Islands‘:and New Caledonia, said 
that while jungles “were beautiful 
from an artist’s standpoint, they 
were unlivable under combat con- 
ditions,” 

The United States Employment 
Service here is attempting to find 
a suitable position for Bender. A 
graduate of University City High 
School and a former student at 
the University of Missouri, he 
worked here as a salesman until 
he entered the Army in October, 
1941,

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MORE WOMEN URGED 
T0 ENTER WAR WORK 


They Must Understand They 
Are Only Labor Left, 
WMC Agent Says. 


More women must be made 
aware that they are the only re- 


maining source of labor supply 
in the war effort, Miss Margaret 
A. Hickey of St. Louis, chairman 
of-the Women’s Advisory Com- 
mittee of the War Manpower 
Commission, said last night in an 
address to the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Women's War Organiza- 
tions. ) 

Speaking at the Wednesday 
Club auditorium, 4506 Westmins- 
ter place, Miss Hickey declared 
that acute labor shortages existed 
in 71 war industry areas. 

“Woman power is as critical a 
problem for industry as is man 
power for the Army,” she said. 

She reminded her hearers that 
while there is a continuing need 
for women in direct war produc- 
tion, “there is also a critical need 
at present for women workers in 
war-supporting civilian industries 
and services. Jobs. in grocery 
stores, laundries, hospitals, board- 
ing houses, restaurants, cafeterias 
and other civilian establishments 
must be filled, if aircraft, ship- 
yard and munitions workers are 
to go on producing the imple- 
ments of war,” she said. “Noth- 
ing is menial that helps the war 
effort.” 

Miss Hickey cautioned women 
about adopting the attitude that 
victory is “in the bag.” She added 
that the term “united effort” 
must be more than a popular ex- 
pression or a desired objective. 
A must be an immediate actual- 


Vaiss Hickey said that since 
sources of labor are approaching 
the exhaustion point, increasing 
reliance must be placed on 
greater output by each worker, 
rather than on the greater num- 
bers of workers. “Throughout 
industry, intelligent and skillful 
selection, placement and training 
are more essential than ever,” 
she said.

Simmering 
requires much less water than boil- 
ing, and that is why barely cover- 
ing the beans with water will still 
cook the beans and have enough 
left to give them just the required 
bean gravy. 

Top Stove Lima Beans With 
Frankfurters. 


_ One and one-half cups lima 
beans,-one teaspoon salt, dash of 
black pepper or red pepper, one- 
fourth pound bacon, one-half 
pound frankfurters, two. table- 
spoons bacon fat. 

Soak beans three or four hours 
or overnight in cold water; drain, 
barely cover with fresh water and 
simmer gently until tender. About 
30 minutes, Add galt and pepper. 
Just before beans are ready to 
serve, broil bacon until crisp, drop 
frankfurters into boiling water, 
turn off heat and cover, and let 
stand five to 10 minutes. Add the 


bacon fat to the beans, mix well,. 


and turn into serving dish. Top 
with the bacon and the frank- 
furters. Serve immediately. 


Stewed raisins, one and one-half 
cups raisins (left over from last 
week); cooked whole wheat cereal, 
three-fourths cup whole wheat 
cereal, three cups boiling water, 
one teaspoon salt, top milk, sugar;

spoons butter or margarine, to top; 
place in moderate oven (375 de- 
grees F.) 15 to 20 minutes, or until 
hot through; buttered green beans, 
one pound green beans, butter or 
margarine, seasonings; tapioca- 
peach pudding, one egg yolk, two 
cups milk, three tablespoons quick 
cooking tapioca, one-fourth cup 
sugar, one-eighth teaspoon salt, 
cook two or three minutes, fold in 
stiffly beaten egg white, two- 
thirds cup diced peaches (left 
Thursday); chill, serve, top milk 
or cream; whole wheat bread, 
eight slices; butter or fortified 
margarine used on all breads; in-

HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 

WAS TOLD a curious story yes- 
| terday. A Congressional official 

on being asked by a farmer in 
his audience what he was going to 
do to obtain feed for his chickens, 
replied that he did not know ‘there 
was any trouble in obtaining feed 
and demanded to know why he 
was not informed of this difficulty. 

If the story is true, the gentle- 
man must have been burying his 
head in the sand! There will be no 
excuse for anyone not to under- 
stand the whole food situation if 
he reads the complete text of the 
message on food, sent to the Con- 
gress of the United States by the 
President and reprinted in our pa- 
pers of Nov. 2. 

In the first place, the message 
shows the difference between the 
achievements ‘in food production 
during this war and during the 
last war. In addition, it shows how 
many things outside the farmers’ 
direct interests are involved in 
food production. There is the ques- 
tion of machinery, of labor, of 
producing the right things in the 
right place and distributing them 
after production in the proper 
manner, 

There is the effect of the cost 
of living on the whole life of the 
nation with all its ramifications. 
One thing stands out—one of the 
great increases in consumption is 
among a group of people many of 


whom have had most inadequate 
diets in the past. The statement, 
that while we may have to change 
some of our food habits, on the 
whole, the nation will not be hun- 
gry, is one that I think any sensi- 
ble person will agree to and stop 
worrying about, 


I am particularly glad of the 
part in the message which points 
out that there are great numbers 
of our people whose wages or in- 
comes have not risen in this pe- 
riod. The message says: “Obvi- 
ously, too, the millions of people 
with incomes fixed long before the 
war—salaried white-collar work- 
ers, clergymen, school teachers, 
other state and county and city 
officials, policemen, firemen, 
clerks, old-age pensioners, those 
living on insurance policies, de- 
pendents of men at the front—all 
had to be protected against the 
rise in the cost of living which 
was eating steadily into the buy- 
ing power of their unchanged in- 
comes.” We need to, remember 
this when people talk as though 
all our population was receiving 
geratly increased wages. 


The danger of inflation is also 
pointed out and I think made ex- 
tremely clear. I hope this message 
will be read by every citien, since 
it seems to me a clear statement 
of facts which we all need to un- 
derstand,

OCKETS in children’s gar- 
ments are as necessary to 
their health asd the garments 


themselves. Little girls must have 
pockets. Little boys usually have 
them anyway. Handkerchiefs are 
a necessity for all children and 
there must be pockets to hold 
them. 

Most mothers of schoo] children 
have adopted the paper handker- 
chiefs for use in the home, They 
are equally as useful, and even 
more essential in the child's pock- 
ets for school use. One handker- 
chief will not do. It is not enough. 

‘The freshly laundered handker- 
chief is pleasant to look at and to 
carry. It is a dress-up touch and 
a suggestion of cleanliness, But 
children use that handkerchief 
whenever it comes handy, If their 
shoes are dirty and inspection 
nears, they wipe them with their 
handkerchiefs. If their desks hap- 
pen to need dusting, or their water 
color spills, or the blackboard 
needs a wipe, they haul out the 
wilted, darkened handkerchief. 

d of course should they cry— 
and their eyes and noses need 
wiping — the trusty rag is called 
to service. 

The teacher will do her best to 
caution, warn, teach and command 
but the emergencies of childhood 
wipe out all niceties. The hand- 


kerchief, clean or dirty as it hap- 
pens to be, is used when its 
owner feels it is needed, 


Paper handkerchiefs are our 
Sest insurance against the use of 
the dirty handkerchief. If we train 
children from the beginning to 
use a tissue handkerchief and put 
it in the waste can afterward, we 
will succeed in teaching cleanli- 
ness sooner, we will protect the 
children against germs that threat- 
en their health more effectively, 
and at the same time train them 
to hold the laundered handker- 
chief in their pockets against 
emergency. 

When cold weather brings on 
sniffles, children either have to 
use handkerchiefs often or keep 
sniffing. This sniffing is bad busi- 
ness for the nose and throat and 
ears, The discharge that is both- 
ering the child should be removed, 
not held in the nose to work mis- 
chief. The paper handkerchief is 
the right answer. 


This is why pockets in children’s 
clothes, play and school clothes 
calling for a double number, are 
essential equipment. They should 
be stocked every morning with 
fresh paper handkerchiefs, to be 
used and faithfully deposited in 
the covered waste can that is pro- 
viced for them by every good 
school.

DEAR MRS. POST: What is the difference between a 
coffee table and a cocktail table, and is anything ornamental 
used on either, and if so, what?

Usual Ulcer 


Will Get Wel! 
Says Doctor

IRST I want to protest against 
F ine practice of referring to 

“ulcers” of the stomach. There 
is, for all practical purposes, one 
and it is an ulcer of the stomach. 
No doctor ever says “ulcers” of 
the stomach. 

The fact that it is a single 
round solution of continuity in the 
mucosa of the stomach is one of 
its most puzzling characteristics. 
It also may be the best clew to its 
cause. There used to be an old 
school book question: “Why doesn’t 
the secretion of the stomach di- 
gest itself?” And I for one can’t 
answer it even yet. 

It does sometimes in a limited 
area and that is called an ulcer. 
We must suppose, then, that there 
is a focal point of lack of resis- 
tance—like a focus of infection— 
which allows the stomach to di- 
gest part of its own wall. That, 
to me, is the only cause of ulcer 
of the stomach that makes sense. 

* - * 

THERE IS ALSO an emotional 
factor. I wrote recently of how 
many soldiers in Africa were hos- 
pitalized on account of ulcer. Why 
this should be so, we do not know. 
The stomach juice is increased un- 
der the emotions of fear, hate and 
love, and perhaps a small part 
which is not too resistant urfder 
these circumstances undergoes di- 
gestion. 3 

At any rate, it. is a very com- 
mon disease. I have not and could 
not enumerate all the theories of 
its causation which have been ad- 
vanced, 

One thing for all ulcer patients 
to remember is that the ulcers 
have a tendency to heal. They oc- 
cur in younger people and proba- 
bly by the time the person is 40, 
the chances are 50 to one that the 
ulcer he worried about when he 
was 20 is gone. 


So in general, treatment comes 
down to some very simple divi- 
sions. There is, in the first place, 
the fellow who. has a simple ulcer, 
not very deep, due to a love affair 
and a bad tooth combined, who 
learns to treat himself. He takes 
a tablet of bicarbonate of soda 
every hour, or a tablet of alumi- 
num hydroxide every -hour until 
he forgets about it and then takes 
one every two, and then every 
three, and before you know it he 
is cured. (Or milk of magnesia is 
favored by some.) You can always 
tell these fellows by the fact that 
they have a little white seam in 


the corners of their mouth.

THEN THERE is the fellow who 
is a little worse. Maybe he had a 
worse love affair. Anyway the 
place for him is in the hospital. 
He needs his stomach washed out 
just before he goes to bed, or he 
needs a continuous drip of alumi- 
num hydroxide by stomach tube. 
He may have bled some and needs 
a transfusion. His case takes a 
little longer, but in nine cases out 
of 10 he gets well too. 

The fellow in the third group 
needs surgery. His ulcer shows no 
tendency to heal, he bleeds from 
it, it stops up his stomach opening 
and he vomits and is always un- 
comfortable. His chances with a 
good surgeon, though, are very 
good. 

But the idea you can treat them 
all the same way belongs to the 
fellows who are just learning their 
ABCs in medicine,

HE “King of Cowboys” is in 

town. Roy Rogers, the cine-

the Schools -O

OT since Abe Lincoln sprawled 

over his books by the lights 
of the family hearth have 
American schools been on such a 
spot as they are today. And the 
mockery is that, by and large, we 
have the finest schools—public 
and parochial—in any civilized na- 
tion and the most ambitious pro- 
grams, 

But, like many another institu- 
tion, American schools have been 
knocked for a goal by the war. 
Hundreds of thousands of families 
have left their original locations 
in search of larger defense wages 
—have landed in chaotic tent and 
trailer communities where there 
are no educational facilities. Also, 
girls and boys over 18 and in many 
cases the teachers themselves have 
gone into the shipyards in search 
of a living wage. 

There are large sections in 
America where there are no 
schools whatever or where teach- 
ing is done in shifts because of 
sudden, abnormal overcrowding. 
Add this situation to our juvenile 
delinquency problem and you have 
a national headache which will 
last for many a year. 

As a consequence, a bill request- 
ing three hundred million dollars 
for school subsidies is now before 
Congress. Two-thirds of this would 
provide emergency raises in teach- 
ers’ salaries and one-third would 
be allocated to the States in pro- 
portion to their various educa- 
tional needs. : 

_ Senator 
made one of her rare speeches in 
defense of this bill. She has point- 
ed out that many districts—includ- 
ing her own Arkansas—will be de- 
nuded of schools unless given such 
Federal aid. She reminded the as- 
sembled legislators—both Demo- 
cratic and Republican—that there 
are subsidies for everything else, 
from peach blight to hog cholera— 
for everything save education on 
which every vital dream of 
democracy is based. She won- 
dered, in a genteel but quietly 
furious manner, if children weren't 
as important as swine. And, with 
few exceptions, the American pub- 
lic has arisen and cussed her out, 

I have read many of these cuss- 
ings and they intrigue me. They 
are not alarmed by the quantity 
or quality of our educational pro- 
gram but they are considerably 
irritated by the thought of where 
said “subsidies” will end if we 
once let them get a start. 

“We'll just have to go on and 
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on and on, paying more and more 
taxes,” they wail. “Haven’t we got 
enough Federal taxes without add- 
ing these?” To which one editorial 
adds a sanctimonious amendment: 
“Education is one school] function 
which is still left to home rule and 
responsibility and there it should 
remain.” 


Which is as 100 per cent bilge 
as ever I read. Is the average fam- 
ily equipped to cope with hundreds 
of square but schoolless miles? 
Can it cope with the tidal wave of 
new problems caused by the war? 
Does the average father know 
what this new world is all about? 
And even if he had time or money 
to make education a home rule 
function, has he either the intel- 
ligence or training to train his 
child properly? You know darn 
well he hasn't! 


You've gone to school. You're a 


parent. Can you remember your 
seven times tables? Can you, with- 
out scrambling all over the map, 
locate N’ Guigmi, Khiva, Bunbury? 
Or do you know what “subjunc- 
tive” means? Of course not—un- 
less you're a Quizz Kid. We'll all 
admit that the home is a sacred 
place with a noble function. But it 
isn’t an educational center and 
never will be. So why go around 
chanting a lot of hifalutin phrases 
which few of us understand? 

The simple truth is that America 
needs Federal funds for education. 
The quality of the education may 
well be improved and the payment 
for the education should certainly 
be enlarged. But we've got to get 
learnin’ for our kids somehow— 
and pronto. Just as we've got to 
get food and ammunition for our

“It is obvious that a smal] slam 
in diamonds was made without 
difficulty; my question is, what 
was the proper bidding to reach 
it? I contend that after my three 
heart bid, South should have said 
four hearts instead of four clubs, 
because it was fairly evident that 
I would be far more interested in 
an honor in hearts than in per- 
haps unusable strength in clubs. 
South contends that after she said 
four clubs, I should have bid four 
diamonds, and then she would 
have bid four hearts, For my part,. 
I felt that a four diamond bid 
might end things, hence my four 
no trump. Please advise.” 

The bidding went awry at the 
very earliest possible moment, 
when North allowed his beautiful 
distribution to go to his head. For 
the fact was (and I realize that 
this will shock not only my corre- 
spondent, but 98 per cent of my 

readers), North did not have a 
sound two-bid! O, yes, his hand 
was undoubtedly “game-going” 
with practically no help from parte 
ner, but this is not the only meas- 
ure of a two-bid. North’s honor 
strength was simply not great 
enough for this type of bid. His 
two voids, though highly reassur- 
ing to himself, raised (or should 
have raised) the specter of dupli- 
cation of values; i. e., North should 
have foreseen that South might 
hold high cards in spades and—or 
clubs and be trapped into attach- 
ing undue importance to these 
cards. Despite North’s playing 
strength, the aces and kings he 
lacked were a virtual guarantee 
that an opening one diamond bid 
would not be passed out by the 
other three players. 

Since North did choose to open 
with a two-bid, it goes without 
saying that the partnership would 
have reached at least a small 
if North himself had not elected 
to bid four no trump, presumably 
Blackwood, and then abruptly drop 
South’s automatic response.
